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HISTORY

Joyce  A.  Brown,  Jacqueline  Richardson,  Annette  Duncan,  Anjean  Carter,  Gloria  Whorl,  and  Janice  Smith  attended 
the  Science  and  Math  Conference. 

Lorraine  Morgan  won  fourth  place  in  the  Omega  Talent  Hunt  Show  which  was  held  at  Virginia  State  College. 

As  we  entered  our  Freshman  year,  we  felt  more  confident  of  ourselves  and  many  of  us  made  the  honor  roll. 
Under  the  direction  of  our  sponsors  Mrs.  Jones,  Mrs.  Allen,  and  Mr.  McKinley,  we  elected  as  our  class  officers, 
Annette  Duncan,  President;  Robert  Barner,  Vice-President;  Anjean  Carter,  Secretary;  and  Joyce  A.  Brown,  Trea- 
urer.
